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I take great pleasure in drawing to your attention the model of our 
proposed new building to be erected on our Burnside-McKay-Bishop site, I 
can report to you that the detailed planning of this building is complete 
and it is expected that the actual construction will commence in November, 1963, 
May I direct your attention to the mimeographed outline which describes our 
proposed new building; my colleagues will be very pleased to provide further 
detail insofar as possible, 


I would prefer to talk to you, briefly, about the purpose which the new 
building will be called upon to serve, The building is only a means to an 
end; the ends which we are seeking are two in number, The first, to continue 
the tradition of this University in attempting to meet the educational demands 
and needs of this community, It is unnecessary for me to say much to you 
about the disparity between available facilities for higher education and 
the numbers of students who are seeking admission, Our contribution to this 
great problem is to make provisions, as indicated on the outline, for an 
eventual doubling of our present enrollment, 


The second end toward which we are moving is to extend our academic 
programme to meet the needs of our times, The new building will not only 
enable us to enhance our existing basic undergraduate programme, but it will 
permit us to introduce advanced studies at the graduate level, It will also 
provide improved facilities so that research projects, presently being carried 
on by faculty members, may be expanded and further research work may be added, 

We are actively engaged now in developing our academic programme; some 
changes are being implemented and others will be introduced when the new 
building provides the added facilities required, Our curricula and courses 
are continually being carefully studied and revised and new, well-qualified 
members are being added to our faculty as a planned strategy of academic growth 
and development. The introduction of Honours Courses in the present academic 
year is a part of the total plan as we move to advanced studies, During the 
present period we have been renting additional space to enable us to gradually 
increase our student enrollment and to extend our academic programme, 


In conclusion, I would like to emphasize that the extension of our academic 
programme will enrich the quality of our basic undergraduate degree curricula, 
Advanced studies should be complementary to the basic curricula and,this is the 
position we wish to maintain, Further, the evening university offerings, 
which are of major importance in this University, will be supported and 
maintained by these developments and will not decline or decrease in importance, 
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
